Extract frout the Preface, (written by Mr. 
Campbell, the Faditer,) to the December num- 
ber of the London New Monthly Magazine. 


Whilst the editor declares himself deeply 
conscious of being answerable for the general 
character and moral tendency of the work 
which he conducts, he must also remark, that 
his responsibility is not to. be too rigidly inter- 
preted as extending to every ehade and expres- 
sion of opinion which the publication may con- 
tain. Itasimpossble to give exact harmony 
apd consistency to the sentiments of a nume- 
rous and changing body of contributors ; and 
fhe spirit and the originality of an amusing pa- 
per might often be more injured by pruning 
its eccentricities, than by suffering them to re- 
ain. 
| Galee this plea the Editor has no desire to 
excuse himself-for one article, which has giv- 
en offence, rather too justly, on the other side 
of the Atlantic. He inserted it without reflec- 
tion, but had observed its unfairness, and felt 
dissatished with himself for having published 
it, long before the -fair and temperate reply 
which Mr. Everett made to it had reached him. 
In adverting to this paper he will have occa- 
sion for once, and he hopes only for once, to 
touch upon politics ; but it shall be but gener- 
ally, and nothing but the necessity of self de- 
fence shall make him resume the subject. 
With reluctance, but from a sense of duty, he 
must criticise a paper in his own work, com- 
municated to him by a valued friend, to whose 
taste and sentiments he would defer, perhaps 
on any occasion but the present. But when 
his friend dep'e ates our literary feuds with 
America, he ap piies, in the Editor's opinion, 
the most fauity method of appeasing them. 
He denies, and it is te be hoped we all deny, 
any systematic hatred towards the Americans ; 
but he charges the large majority of that peo- 
ple with being vain, vulgar, and boisterous, 
Mand fuil of national prejudices ; which, when 
‘A they come to this country, take the form of un- 
measured hatred and rudeness. Hard words 
these ; and, perhaps, not very usetuily utter- 
weveniftrue. But if they not be true—if 
his sweeping computation of the tolerable or 
tolerable character of a whole nation can be 
even suspected of exaggeration, how unfair and 
how dangerous to have made it. For his own 
part the Editor can say, that he believes he 
has knowa more Americans than the writer of 
the paper. Possibly, in the course of his life, 
not less than an hundred—men of various vo- 
cations, characters, and degrees of education. 
He has xrgued with them, and heard them ar- 
gue, on national subjects ; but he can safely 
declare, that he never thought them more 
B boisterous than other men ; on the contrary 
Brther distinguished, in general, by coolness 
ad self-possession. Exceptions of warmth, as 
among the people of all countries, when their 
prejudices are ruffled, he may have observed ; 
but unmeasured hatred, or rudeness, never. 
Ifwe dislike the American manner, (our 
own, the world says, is not perfect) we should 
notrake up its imperfections when we protest 
ou wish to put an end to paper war with that 
people. {tis an useless jarin the tones of our 
harmony to talk of their disagreeable pecu- 
liarities at the moment of confessing that those 
fiuits have not eaten into the heart and sub- 
‘tance of their national character, and after 
ee Woting travellers, who attest * the gallantry, 
Bee righ fecling and humanity of their troops, 2nd the 
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farther, and exclude all collective animosity. 
How to produce this Christian spirit i : 
D pirit is, to be 
sure, the problem which can never be practi- 
cally solved in perfection. Yet, let antipathies 
be softened, if they cannot be eradicated. If 
our interests and those of America be the sama 
they should unite us; if they jar, the more 
composure of mind is necessary to adjust them. 
America is told that she will always find friends 
in England, from the party which eupports the. 
republican side of our mixed constitution. But 
is this all that England can offer America—not 
the milk of human kindness, but the spare gall 
of political wrangling ? Is not every English 
royalist interested to demonstrate, in his de- 
meapour towards America, that Monarchy cre- 
ates more courtesy of manners than Republi- 
canism ?-=that chivalrous recollections inspire 
magnanimity ? that our. Universities teach dis- 
passionate ethics ; and that our Church is at 
the head of Christian Churches, by its having 
impressed our public character with forbear- 
ance and charity ? 
So much for the feelings that ought to be 
brought into this business. As to wrangling 
with America in print, it should be the policy 
of all honest British politicians to avoid it. 
If the ancient Monarchist be alarmed at her 
citizens over describing their democratical | 
blessings, he should recollect that every con- 
temptuous word we throw out is a challenge to | 
their pride and boastfulness, and a temptation | 
for them tu exaggerate the pictures of their | 
own felicity. Aud though we may expose | 
many of their talse assertions, yet, as all hu- 
man things have imperfections, those of our 
ewn venerable institutions are in turn laid open 
to the detraction of antagenisis, whom we irri- 
tate in order to make sure of their candour. 
It is true that rude remarks on England might 
come from America, supposing our press to be | 
ever so moderate.—Granting, however, that . 
this railing is an evil, how is it best to be mit- 
igated ? the transatlantic press cannot be silent 
by force : though vanquished in argument, it 
would argue still. All angry discussion on our | 
part that inflames the whole Amcrican people, | 
makes them speak ten times of onr (thes and | 
taxes for once that they would mention them | 
ifnot embarked in a provoking controversy. | 
And their boastiogs of immunity from such bur- | 
thens—boastings undeniably aggravated by the | 
reproaches which we offer them, come indi- | 
rectly through seditious newspapers, to our | 
taxed and tithed and reading poor. Dy wrang- | 
ling with the only nation that speaks English, | 
we render the only foreign newspaper an un- | 
educated Englishman can read, to the utmost | 
extent in our power, a gazette of his causes for 
discontent. If the American press be despi- 
cable, the surest token of our coniempt would 
be sileuce ; tit be formidabie, it is better to | 
be at peace than at war with it. If America | 
has been violent in this war of words, it is clear | 
that we have not been moderate : even her | 
federalists have been insulted by us. When! 
she has spoken ef those whom she thought her 
great men, and mentioned Patrick Henry, it | 
has been contemptuously asked, in one of our 
most popular publications, ‘ Who is he ;;\—The 
memory of Patrick Henry is deeply respected 
by his counirymen. _He was the first orator 
who stood up in an American assembly to pro- 
pose the resolution of their independence. 
Whether we choose to call him great or not, 
he was a beld and distinguished man. His 
name is inwoven in his ceuntry’s history, and 
ought to have been known to every one pre- 
tending to write about America. 

This is not the way to deal, either effective- 
ly or fairly, with the citizens of the United 
States. Let us increase the number of their 
liberals, by our own liberality. The Repub- 
licans, in casadid moments, will acknowledge 
defects in their own system of policy, caiculated 
to make an Englishman better satistied with 
his own institutions—acknowledgments which 
their pride will justly refuse to our haughty 
treatment; and it must be owned that we treat

Slaves cannot breathe in England. Yes, but 
they can breathe in English West Indies, and 
breathe heavier groans (it is said) than in 
America. And we profit by this slavery, and 
we pay taxes to maintain it. ‘The negto, how- 
lever, is free the moment he reaches our 
|shores. And could he reach them at his plea- 
sure, we might then boast that we took the 
chains from his limbs and bound them round 
his heart. But he cannot come over to us. 
An English soldier would help to kill him, if 
he asserted his liberty ; and the main power 
that coerces himis English. Now, the plea 
which our colonists allege for possessing 
slaves, is necessity, and we either admit or re- 
ject this plea.

conceraed with our fellow subjects of the 
West Indies. If we justify or palliate their 
slavery, let us make allowance for that of 
America. And if we cannot justify it, then, 
before we preach the emancipation of slaves 
to another empire, we should first make efforts 
to accomplish that emancipation in our own. 

It is prophesying at random to speak of the 
future dependence of the American language 
and literature upon ours ; aad it is unfair to 
deride their future prospects of fame, which 
are neither contemptible nor chimerical. In 
maintaining real rights let us be resolute ; but 
not in bandying irritating and useless specula- 
tions. Much»less in accusations that heighten 
national antipathies. How degrading to both 
countries was the spectacle when the American 
press accused Englishmen ¢f stirring their 
punch with the amputated, fingers of Irish 
rebels, and when England retoried b; charging 
American parents with letting their children 
run drunk about the streets—a loathsome ri- 
valship in scandal that would have disgraced 
honest fisherwomen. From calumnies like 
these, base as they are, spring antipathies 
that prepare the human mind for the guilt of 
war. The serpent’s teeth, though buried in 
the dirt, produce armed men. The evil of 
nationally hostile writers lives long after their 
short reputations—ityis felt by posterity, when 
their works are gone to the grocer’s shop. 

In all that the Editor has said, he has not 
meant to justify the malignity or injustice of 
any American railer against England. He has 
only argued that British pride should be above 


€xasperation, and should be inclined rather to | 


pardon than punish the irascible anxiety of the 
Americans respecting their national character, 
which, though great for their age as a nation, 
is yet proceeding, and incomplete, That very 
anxiety, though it may have been misdirected, 
is a virtuous emotion in a young nation. 

If any ill-natured remarks should be made 
on this apology which the Editor has offered 
the people of the United States, he can promise 
his critics one advantage, that he will j(in all 
probability) make no reply to them. But the 
sober part of the British community will 
scarcely require an excuse for his having 
spoken thus respectfully of the Americans.— 
It was a duty peculiarly imposed on him by the 
candid manner of Mr. Everett’s reply ; and it 
was otherwise, as he felt in his heart, deserv- 
edly claimed by a people eulogized by Burke 
and Chatham—by a land that brings such re- 
collections to the mind as the wisdem of Wash- 
ington and Franklin, and the heroism ef Warren 
and Montgomery. rt 

Confident that with the exception of such 
an accidental aberration as has dven mention- 
ed, his compilation will be foceé to have no 
characteristic at variance with the best inter- 
ests of society, the Editor presumes to solicit 
the assistance of literary men of all countries 
to support him in its continuance. And finally 
he begs leave to return his thanks to the in- 
dividuals who have hitherto lent him their aid, 
as well as to the public, for having given him 
their encouragement.

THE REV. LUTHER RICE 
Is presumed to be the hero of the follow- 
ing letter from a Washington correspondent to 
the editor of the National Advocate. 


“ Youare greatly mistaken if you suppose, 

there is any difficulty in supporting so many 

Preachers in this city. Uncle Sam, as usual, 

pays the shot, and kindly relieves the parish- 

ioners from the burthen of tythes and contribu- 

tions. It is true, he has nothing to do with 

religion by the Constitution, except to let it 

alone, and to leave every man to pursue that 

route tg final happiness, which shall best suit 

his own conscience. But then he thinks it 

very well to becr the expences of some few 

favourites, lest they should faint by the Way. 

As far as I can learn he pays directly to 

preachers, exclusive of Doctor Morse, five 

thousand dollars, viz. to Obadiah B. Brown, as 

clerk in the Generai Post Office, 1,400 dollars ; 

to Andrew M’Cormic, as clerk in the depart- 

ment of state 1,400 dollars; to James Laurie, 

as clerk in the Registe:’s Office, 1,400 dollars; 
and 16a My. Baker, as clerk in the General 
Land Office, 809 dollars ; whether their com- 

panions of the church militant, like the gentle- 
men militant in another department, are allow- 
ed in addition fre wood, staticnary, chamber 
money, &c. 1 am not informed. That there 

are other facilities granted to this Corps, how- 
ever, I think may be fairly inferred, from an 

appointment lately made by the Post Master 

General. 

The redoubted missioner of the Baptist Gen- 
eral Convention, formerly in the service of the 

New-England Congregationalists on a mission 

to India, havieg, since his return, like his great 
prototype, passed through many hair breadth 
escapes, in perils by land, and perils by water ;

all but Uncle Sam,) communications, corres- 
pondence, hints, &c. for these valuable pub- 
lications, and particularly for the ‘“* Ways and 
Means” of accumulating Peter’s pence. 

I do not know on what route this post office 
at the College Hill is established, but as the 
post master general is not authorised to estab- 
lish a post office in any place, except ona 
route established by law, and asI can find 
none such in our statute book leading by this 
place, 1 presume the pious missioner and his 
colleagues have convinced the post master 
general, that this is the route to Zion’s Hill, 
by’ the law divine, or the law missionary, 
(which isthe same thing) and that it is the 
only direct highway from Pandemonium to 
Paradise. 

I should like to see at the end of the quarter, 
an account of the postage collected at this 
holy office ; and then | should like to see how 
much would have been collected had the post- 
age been charged on all the letters, papers, 
magazines, luminaries, stars, comets, and me- 
teors, which passed through the office during 
the quarter, unsanctified by the franker’s touch 
and privilege.

A poor old woman, a Protestant, resitient of 
a neighbouring parish, having been confined __ 
to her bed for several years, had no opportuni-. oy 
ty of attending public worship; she consoled 
herself, however, by reading her bible, aod.

SOUTH AMERICA. 


A letter from Valparaiso, Nov. 12, says, 

‘6 Seventy sail entered the port of Callao, the day 
after its fall—they al) have valuable and assorted car- 
gees—some of these vessels have been on the coast fer 
6 and 8 months, waiting for the fal) of Lima. The 
produce of the United States, sueh as provisions, are 
the only articles that are at present in demand ; bat as 
soon as they can get vessels to carry the produce of 
Chili to Lima, the demand fer U. 8. produce must 
cease to exist. The country isin avery unsettled 
state at preeent—produce scarce and high—duties are 
now about thirty per cent. upon valuation, some ar- 
ticles sixty.” 

The brig Thetis, arrived at Valparaiso, in 125 days 
from Philadelphia. It is to be hoped that an active 
and profitable commerce will now be carried on be- 
tween the United States and the late Spanish ports in 
the Pacific—confirming the blessings of liberty, intelli- 
gtuce, virtue and wealth. 


MEXICAN EMPIRE. 


Among our Mexican Gazettes we found one con. 
tuining the Manifesto, or Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, of the Junta, from whick we have translated 
the following. This is not exactly such a document 
2s such an occasion called for; the reasoning is by no 
means vigorous, nor, if we may be permitted to judge 
a foreign language, the style eloquent.—The analogies 
drawn from the young bird which quits the parent 
nest, and the young beasts which at maturity abandon 
their dam, appear to us both frivolous and puerile. 
There no heart-stirring recollections in it, roused 
by the recital of former wrongs ; wo impassioned ap- 
peals, no solemn pledges—but it is nevertheless, as a 
manifestation of the intentions of that people, deci- 
sive of its object. It asserts the future independence 
of the ** Mexican Empire,” and that having been 
achieved, as well as asserted, at the period when this 
manifesto was issued, may, perhaps, in fact account 
for its apparent tameness. At any rate it is a curious 
document. N. Y. American, 


Extract from the Manifesto of the Provisional 


Junta to the people of the Mexican Empire. 

% After the long night of three ages, in which Amer- 
ica has lain plunged in darkness, the aurora of her fe- 
Jicity at last bursts forth ; that day dawned for which 
she had sighed, and which she desires may be perpet- 
val. This consummatien would never have leen ob- 
tained. if it had not been founded in justice, nor if 
justice herself were not to be the base of the govern- 
ment which is to consolidate it. But the Junta has 
the satisfaction to announce that both considerations 
are combined in the emancipation which we have ac- 
complished. 

** Nature has marked out the territories Of nations 
by rivers, mountains, and other boundaries, which 
establish their limits. How many ‘tates are divided 
by the Po and the Rhine, as the Alps and the Pyre- 
nees divide France from Italy and from Spain. From 
this last, immense seas and a vast distance divide 
\merica ; distances which not only make them differ- 
ent as kingdows, but establish them as belonging to 
two different worlds. Policy must necessarily con- 
form to the order of nature, and as it would be mon- 
‘tirens fo put in the eame space the contrary elements 
of fire and water, it is equally se to unite in one prov- 
ince, people who are distinct and distant, especially if 
that difference and distance extend to the extremity 
of the two worlds, since then it en:hbraces al] the con- 
trarieties which climate can originate. Two vast 
globes, and opposite movements, cannot revolve with- 
out embarrassment upon one axis, but each requires 
its own ; in the same manner two empires of distinc! 
and opposite qualities require two goveraments, with 
out being susceptible of being united in one, which is 
never sufficient to govern both well. 

“If occasionally the order of nature is violated, iv 
departing from the boundaries she tixes, it must hap- 
pen, as with fire inclosed in the mines, that an explo 
ion will finally take place. The two Spains, old and, 
new, or, which is the same thing, Castile and Mexico, 
which have hitherto borne those names, belong to dis- 
tinct regions of the earth, to different portions oi 
the giobe, to opposite zones of the sphere ; differences 
which at once evince the justice of their separation. 
If they have been united, as Esau and Jacob in the 
wonb of Rebecca, and have Jong remained so ; this 
alone, giving to the latter her growth, bas rendered it 
necessary that they should separate, as these twins 
did, first in the maternal bosom, and afterwards in 
their descendants. This idea is further enforced by 
illustrations drawn from animal nature, wherein the 
offspring, when capable of providing for itself, leaves 
its dam, the young bird its nest ; and New Spain hav- 
ing arrived at the vigour of manhood, is bound by all 
analogy, it is said, to separate and shift for itsell. 
This it is which justifies the Independence of Amet'- 
ca. Shehas burst, says the declaration, her chains, 
in order to acquire liberty, and to withdraw herself 
from the yoke which embarrassed her prosperity, by 
limiting her labour, her industry, her commerce, by 
the sole interest or pleasure of the mother country.” 

[Itis then generally stated, that, until a meeting of 
the Cortes, the Jaws and constitution of Spain, as far 
as they are applicable, will be the law of the Jand ; 
and after a merited compliment to the army, and par- 
ticulaily its chief, the declaration concludes with a 
zeneral expression of the desire of the Mexicans te 
cultivate amicable relations with al) other nations, — 
reserving, however, their choicest favour and highest 
privileges to the Spanish nation, from which they 
sprung. This declaration is signed at Mexico, 13th 
of October, by Antonio, Bishop of Puebla, as Presi- 
dent, and by two Secretaries. | 


BRITISH AMERICA. 


Troveres in Canana.—The Earl of Dalhousie, 
Governour of Lower Canada, has suddenly prorogued 
the Parliament, * on a full consideration of the situa- 
tion of affairs, and of the peculiar cifcumstanc:s 
which have led to it, being satistied that no benefit to 
the public could be expected from a continuance ‘oi 
the session.» The Assembly had previously diffcred 
with the Legislative Council, and refused to vote the 
annual suppties, by a vote of 21 to 5. Thus political 
synptoms, perhaps revoluticuary, continue to show 
themselves in Lower Canada. There is a dispute be- 
tween Lower and Upper Canada respecting revenue. 

New Brusswice.-—The Legislature of New Bruns- 
wick commenced a session on the 6th ult. The Lieut. 
Governour mentioned in his speech that the Province 
coutinued progressively to increase in population, and 
in general prosperity—but complained that some plan 
was wanted for the more prompt payment of the pub- 
lic creditor, by the neglect of which many impertant 
services had been suspended. 


EXPEDITION AGAINST THE PIRATES. 


It is said a formidable expedition isto proceed a- 
gainst the pirater, which must go far to sweep the land 
as well as the seas of them. ‘The Macedonian will be 
accompanied by four small vessels, the whole equip- 
ment te comprise about 200 Marines.
